There ix also one other section’ of 
the hospital that is doing very good 
work, wid which, like the T.B. 
section, in kept busy with pationts 
every day. We refer to tho anti- 
opium department, and it would 
perhnps be no oxnggerstion to say 
that in this connection the hospital 
staf! ia kopt oven moro busy, for 
is many us 60 cases are given uuto- 
serum injections during tho courso 
of a day, pationta coming in from 
all the neighbouring islands, sore 
even from Aberdeon ond Hong 
Kong. In three cases drug addicts 
have reported to tho suthorities 
concerned that they have been cur- 
ed of their habits, whilo others state 
that their desire for tho drug is 
satiafied with a reduced quantity 
after onch trentment. 

The New Territories

Lack Of Funds

coming. Already two clinics have 
been closcd down, nnd although

The maintenance of hospitals and 
clinics amounts to $80.000 annually

Queen’s Rond prosented the appear- 
ance of a.Inke; those who attempt- 
cdl-to cross tho road wero carricd off 
their fect, In d’Aguilor Streat the 
pent-up waters catricd away the 
foundations. of several houses, and 
in Peol Street the floods rolled down 
with the noiso and forco of a tor- 
rout, washing tho carth - cntircly 
away. At one timo tho water was 
four or fivo fect deep. . In the West 
Point Bazaar the water worked 
courses for itself under the houses. 
The embankmonts in tho upper 
rond hind fallen upon and demolish- 
ed a numbot of shops in the course 
of erection along tho lower road. 
At Pok-foo-lum tho rivulot, swollen 
to a torront, broke down tho om- 
hankments, carrying all before it to 
the sen. Saveral people lost their 
lives in this way. : : 

“And more,” says Mr. Sirr, ‘‘tho 
burning sun acorches, ‘and tho 
nights aro piercingly cold!

IN the afternoon of May. 24 
threo of us: walked from 
the Fanling rond up the Lam Taun 
Valley, over the pass and across 
the Pat Heung plain to Kam Tin. 
The afternoon was hot and time 
was Ilmited, but wo nevertholess 
spent much time in tho lower part 
of the Lam Taun valley and made 
up for it by setting a good pace 
for tho rest of tho way. ‘ 

Only 24 specles-of birds were 
soon, but that number ia not bad 
for a hot summer's afternoon when 
the birds as well as the walkers 
wero inclined to be lazy. In the 
Hong Ha Po wood scares of Egrets 
were nesting, the species including 
the Cattle Egret and the Little 
Egret, both of which were pro- 
dominating at the far end of the 
wood, with the Pond Herons at the 
near ond.. Chinese Pond Herons 
sere tho most numerous, but both 
here and Inter near Kam Tin tho 
streaked pond herons, which Cald- 
well has, named the Fukien Pond 
Heron, were also noticed. 

Two large groyish-winged birds 
flew over the wood. These must 
have been Night Herons, probably 
Nyctteoraz n, nycticorax (L.), and 
this species is recorded as nest- 
ing in the same heronry. Tho 
ground was Httered with broken 
eggshells and oxcreta had aplash- 
ed all over the undergrowth, giv- 
ing the wood a most charactoristic 
smell, At one end of the wood 
were a few trees of Schima 
Noronhacs and the fragrance of 
thelr flowers tempered the odour 
somowhat, 

Interesting Egret ‘ 

In another wood I spied in a 
distant tree a solitary, ‘egret’s 
nest and ao bird on the nest. As 
we approached it arose and flew 
away, but presently returned and 
alighted on a nearby branch. I 
distinctly noticed the white super~ 
ciliary stripe. . This bird was 
almost.’ without ‘doubt~’ a Night 
Heron, and to.us the especial point 
of interest, was the fact that it 
was nesting apart from the other 
herons and egrets. - Further study 


LAE Seana 
Cormmissioner. who - visited . Hong 
Kong in December of 1845, com- 
posed » sonnet on board the 
steamer on his way back to Canton. 
“It sorves’’, says tho China Mail, 
‘ng a specimon of the courtly feol- 
ing and agroceblo flattery peouliar 
to tho Chinese character."’ Purts 
of it aru somewhat in this wise :-—~

“And now I woop with bittor- 
nossa and, aa I.sink upon my pillow, 
the splondid town is prosont to mo 
still, I°bohold oven in my -alcep 
the fragrant inconse-uen' dispensing 
its thousand gushing streams over 
tho mountains, while tho city’s 
white abodes soom glittering in tho 
morning sun. . ons 

“Tho scone {s changed. Thd 
bright moon issues from the parting 
clouds, and spongles with hor light, 
fonthory, bamboo and shrubby 
jessamino, that overarch the islot's 
thousand habitations; and soon the 
uilont morning sun: starte from his 
golden sloop, and’ sheds ao liquid 
lustre on:tho rocky steops that bear 
ulofé o “thousand - glittering ‘and 
spacious monusions."’
